The month of January of 1858, thus 


far, ba5 been a most remarkable one. 
The 


mercury here, iu Philadelphia, has scarcely 
been down to freezing point, and the weath- 
er generally has been more like that of A-^ 
piil or Oc'obor, than the second month of 
Wittier. 
Looking back, wo find that the 


January of 1790, was also a remarkably 
mild one, the inudium temperature being 
44 degrees. 
The mercury often ran up to 


7U in "the shade at mid-day, and boys ivere 
seen swimming in the Delaware aud Schuyl- 
kiil rivers. 
This mild weather continued 


until February 17th, when a reaction took 
place, and e ild set in, in good earnest,-- 
The JauD.ir.es of 1703, 1810,1828,1838, 
1842, 1845, were ulso mild, and there 
have been several Januaries since, which 
were by no means what may he culled hard. 
Duiing these 
mild Januaries, fo.-s have 


prevailed, as they have at 'imes the present 
mouth. 
It is possible we may luve a culd 


snap before the 20th.
